RECTOR'S REPORT - CONVOCATION 1957 


In presenting the Rector's Report, I wish, first, to give thanks 
to Almighty God for the successful year we have enjoyed at Loyola College, 

I wish also to extend my gratitude to my academic and administrative staff 
for the valuable and devoted and untiring efforts they have put forth to 
make the year the success it has been. loyola xiii fateo ‘be grateful to 
them. 

In respect of registration, there has been an increase of about 
9%, bringing the total number of students in the Faculties of Arts, Science 
and Commerce, to 435. This was anticipated in my last year's report, just 
as I anticipate now a further increase of about 12% this coming year. All 
administrators in the work of higher education are aware of the extent of 
future pressures in registration, and we at this College are giving great 
thought about the means we must use in order to be ready to meet the demands 
of increased registration, both in respect of physical space and of staff, 

I am confident that registration at Loyola College will more than double itself 
within the next twenty years, and that our staff will have to increase by mre 
than 80%. 

This brings me to the matter of finances, To live a secure and 
healthy academic life we mst be solvent in order to do so, The rising cost 
‘of education has outpaced the cost of tuition. During the past twenty-five 
years the tuition at Loyola College for its university courses rose 57.4%. 

But during that same twenty-five years our expenses for heating rose 307.7%, 
for light 378%, for food 493.2%, for salaries 907.4%. Last year our salaries 
alone absorbed 84.1% of the money we received from registration and tuition, 
You will readily see that there is not much money left for other necessary 
expenses PANY + wnamn oll after our salaries have been paid, Furthermore, 
annual increases in salaries are just as important at Loyola College as they 
are in other institutions of learning or in business, It is this consideration 
which has led me to increase the tuition costs next year, the notice of which 
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has already appeared in the daily papers. I would like to repeat my words on 
a former occasion, namely, that the contribution in salaries by the Jesuit staff 
constitute more than $200,000 each year, and that, without such a contribution, 
Loyola would not be able to continue or even to exist. It is because of the 
contribution made by Jesuits that Loyola has been ableto keep its tuition lower 4 
many capt at the same wt, hoyela hoo cant nned te 
than/institutions of learning, while, ky the-samecstaff, weehave upheld standards

comparable to, or sometimes better than other institutions. 


I am glad to report that the Hon. Mr. Maurice Duplessis, Prime Minister 
of Quebec, has given $37,000 to the College in lieu of the Federal Grant. This 
amount is the same as that of last year, I desire publicly to state our 
appreciation of this Grant. In addition, we received a gift of $37,500 from 
The International Nickel Company of Canada Limited, as Loyola's share of a 
splendid grant to universities and colleges across Canada, I wish publicly to 
acknowledge this help from a liberal-minded and a? corporation. My inquiries 
have discovered that Canadian eee only 026% of profit-before- 
taxes to educational — It is to be hoped that presidents and boards 
of directors will ever become more liberal-minded towards the needs of educational 
institutions | draw their life-blood. I wish to say that Et of 
the gift from International Nickel has been applied to a new trust fund for 
student loans-without-interest, and also to aid in the 


of our staff, 


I am pleased to report that arrangements have been made to have Loyola 
students eligible to receive the Province of Quebec Bursaries under the terms 
laid down by the Hon, Paul Sauve, Minister of the Department of Social Welfare 
and of Youth. Furthermore, more bursaries have been given by public-spirited 
citizens, among them our own Alumni, which have been added to the growing list 
of scholarships and bursaries given in former years. I. earnestly recommend 


this needed service for students and I hope that there will be more people who 
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will desire to give memorial or founded scholarships and bursaries, 


In respect of the academic development of Loyola, I am pleased to

report that we have established elective courses in Engineering ,so-that a 
student S. go forward directly after the three years at loyola into his 
IV Year Engineering at McGill, or he -mayeresive to remain another year at 
Ioyola College in order to obtain his Bachelor of Science Degree before going 
into the IV Year at McGill, The first elective has been designed to aid those 
students who need to lighten the financial burden of their education and to 
lessen the time required: Le ee ee ey 
While such an elective may prove necessary for some, I am inclined to think 
that mst students will desire to register for the traditional Engineering . 
Course at Loyola because they recognize the enrichment which they achieve 
by the added training in the fields of the eee pt social sciences, 
and also because they realize that industry and corporations have shown a 
decided preference for students who have the Loyola Bachelor of Science as well 


as the Bachelor of Engineering, 


Loyola is offering its first summer session next month, This has been 
planned as a service, first, to our ow students, and, secondly, to others 
not registered at Loyola College. The courses this Summer will be given at tha 2 
jamior level in the Faculties of Arts, of Science, and of Commerce, and they will 
be offered to those who desire academic credit, or to those who desire refresher 
courses, or, those who desire more knowledge in a given field to improve their 


efficiency in the business or professional world. 


These and similar developments at Loyola College are natural and 
necessary, There are indeed other lines of development which cannot at present 
be implemented. I strongly feel that Ioyola's total development would be more 
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fully realized, and that Loyola would serve the interests of the people of 
Canadagand especially of the Province of Quebec, if she had complete autonomy 
under the terms of a university charter. During the past six decades clear- 
thinking laymen as well as the administrators of Loyola College have realized 
this need, This is stii1, True today. Responsible laymen have rightly said 
that great loss will ensue to future students, especially in the difficult 
years ahead, if such an ideal is not realized, They feel that it would vole Neen 
an academic tragedy if the only English-speaking Catholic College in the 
Province of Quebec were not able to pe sop very real and just needs of 
the English-speaking Catholic population of the Province of Quebec, Ioyola 
has the staff, Loyola has the equipment, and kes all that is needed is her 


University Charter itself, 


I am pleased and honoured to announce the establishment of a lay 
Advisory Board of Directors of Loyola College. The purpose of such a Board 
is to assist in providing ways and means for the normal growth of the College 
and for the development and extension of its public services, as well as to aid 
in the continuity of business policy and to advise on programmes of construction 
and physical expansion. The Hon, Charles Power, Senator of Canada, Q.C, has 
been elected as Chairman of the Board, and he is assisted by nine other men 
who enjoy the highest prestige in our commmity, who have integrity of 
character and ability in academic and financial fields, I feel confident 
that the service which the lay Advisory Board of Directors is rendering will 


prove to be of great and lasting value to Ioyola College. 


A significant and very important chapter has just begun in the history 
of the Loyola Alumni Association,and the desire and destiny of our Alumni are 
in process of being more fully realized than at any previous point in their 
history. In addition to the Executive and Council which have guided and still 


guide the Association, a full-time Executive-Secretary has been appointed whose 
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duty it is to reorganize the method of operation and to publish regularly 
an Alumni Bulletin. Furthermore, Paap fees, voluntary subscriptions 
will increase the fund which, after organizational expenses are met, will 
be diverted to the work of the College itself, They deserve every success 


in their new venture. 


This report has dealt mainly with the larger problems of policy 
and administration. Unfortunately, there remains little time to deal 
with the most important group in our College, namely, the students them- 
selves who are the object of all our efforts and concern. Since the 
student activities have been dealt with more fully on former occasions, 
let it suffice M% to say that I have been pleased and heartened by the 
excellent spirit among our students during the past year. This spirit 
showed itself in the many traditional activities: debating, dramatics, 
music, student publications, variances in the Faculty of Arts, and 
of Commerce, and of Science, the military services of the Army, and the 
Navy, and the Air Force, the athletic activities of basketball, hockey, 
bowling, skiing, golf, and soccer, the excellent Winter Carnival and the 
whole system of student government. In addition, special mention should 
be made of the Sodality and the various Retreatssof the St. John Berchmans 
Society, as well as the fine service rendered to the students by the 
Placement Bureau, It is my hope that the spirit of our student-body will 


ever grow stronger each year, 


And now my last words are to our graduates who receive their 
degrees today. You have contributed very much to Loyola during your years 
of study and training at this College, and I know that you yourselves will 
be the first to acknowledge your own debt to your Aim Water. We have tried 
to instill in your minds lasting values which should make your lives fruitful
